While it presents no conclusions, leav- 
ing those for later work, the commis- 
gion, after more. than a year’s investiga- 
tion covering all phases of industry 
throughout the country, presents the 
question: .

‘ments and adaptions, or must entirely 
mew legal machinery be_ devised for. the 
control of industry?” ! 

Thé final report and conclusions of 
the commission will be submitted next 
August when its mission is concluded.

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HAD REMOVED HANDCUFFS 


Two Stroll From Station After 
State Senator Had Advised 
More Freedom. 


Lawrence C. Huegel, superintendent 
of identification at the Jefferson City 
penitentiary, came to police headquar- 
ters at 6 o’clock this morning and re- 
quested a search for John C. Martin, 
alias George Seymour, pickpocket. 


“Don't give this case publicity,” he 
urged.. “They'll never get through kid- 
ding me at Jefferson City.” Here is 
Huegel’s story of what had occurred. 

He was en route te the State prison 
from Toledo, O., with Martin, a convict, 
who had violated his parole by picking 
pockets in Fort Wayne, Ind. Martin 
once killed another pickpocket in Toledo. 
Martin was serving a seven-year sen- 
tence at Jefferson City for picking pock- 
ets in Kansas City, when Gov. Major 
paroled him, Jan. 8, last, to former State 
Senator David Nelson, who vouched for 
his future behavior. : 

Martin telegraphed from Toledo for 
Nelson to meet him at Union Station 
and when the train arrived Nelson and 
another man, who was not introduced 
to the prison officer, were at Union 
Station. Martin and Nelson greeted 
each other and Nelson requested Hue- 
gel to remove the handcuffs from Mar- 
tin’s wrists. 

“He’s going to be good now and you 
don’t have to watch him,” Nelson told 
the officer. ‘I will be personally re- 
sponsible for him while he is here.”’ 

Huegel granted the request and per- 
mitted Martin to stroll about with him 
more as a companion than gs a prison- 
er. The party had breakfast at Union 


Station and then Nelson said he was go- 


ing home to get some sltep. Huegel'and 
Martin lounged about ...e station until 
5:15 o’clock. 

Then Huegel recalled that Frank (Gut- 
ter) Newman, who worked in his depart- 
ment while serving a lU-year sentence 
for highway robbery, was tending bar 
at the saloon of William Hgan, Four- 
teenth street and Franklin avenue. New- 
man was released about two years ago 
on parole after serving five years. He 
was convicted of robbing a woman. 

Prisoner Walks Away. 

“Let’s go up to see Gutter,’’ Huegel 
suggested. Martin accepted tne invita- 
tion and the two took & street car. New- 
man was behind the bar and was glad 
to see his old friend. MHuegel did not 
mention the fact that Martin was 2 pris- 
oner. Drinks were served and then more 
drinks. 

Huegel and Martin became more con- 
fidential as they drank. Finally Huegel 
excused himself and went to a back 


iroom. Martin told the bartender he was 


going out to get a breath of fresh air 
and left by way of a Sile door. 

That was the last seer of Martin, Hue- 
gel told the police. The officer went out 
to the sidewalk and looked up and down 
the street for his prisoner, but the latter 
was not in sight. Sv Hueget jumped 
on a car and hurried to Police Head- 
quarters. 

Martin was born and reared in the 
neighborhood of Fourteenth street and 
Franklin avenue. Senator Nelson, who 
is connected with a theater near Grand 
avenue and Olive street, was interested 
in him, Martin confided to Huegel,

Court today refused to issue a writ to 
review Leo M. Frank’s conviction of 
the murder of Mary Phagan, an At- 
lanta factory girl. 

Frank’s only hope to escape the death 
penalty now lies in a possible commu- 
tation of sentence by the Georgia Gov- 
ernor. “ 

His petition had previously been re- 
fused by two members of the Supreme 
Court individually. Various efforts for 
@ new trial had failed before the case 
finally went to the Supreme Court, 

Lawyers generally in Georgia de- 
clare that Frank should not have been 
tried at the time he was convicted in 
Atlanta. At that time, it is said, feelins 
was so strong against him that it would 
have been unsafe for members of the 
jury to have returned any other verdict 

Frank was convicted largely on the 
testimony of a negro, who himself was 
sentenced to prison as an accomplice.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The vessel 
which was grounded off the Delaware 
coast, and which blew her whistle con- 
tinuously for help this morning, is be- 
lieved by Navy Department officials 
here to be one of a foreign fleet. The 
safe arrival of two American destroy- 
ers at Norfolk and a report from the 
captain of the battleship Kansas that 
he was riding out the storm off the Del- 
aware capes, disposed safely of all 
American war craft in the vicinity.

Steadily increasing in intensity \and 
moving slowly northward the 60-mile 
gale which has been whipping the At- 
lantic coast since Saturday night was 
centered today off the Virginia Capes. 
Storm warnings were aflutter from Hat- 
teras, N. C., to Hast Port, Me., advis- 
ing marines to seek safe harbors. 

The velocity of the gale last night 
touched the high records in some in- 
stances. At midnight the wind was 
liowing 72 miles an hour at Block 
Island; 60 at Nantucket; 60 at Sandy 
Hook; © at Delaware breakwater, and 
v6 at Cape Hatteras.

While the imports of food increased 
$25,000,000, there was a decrease of $32,-, 
500,000 in the importation of cotton from 
America and decrease in Egyptian cot- 
ton of $7,000,000.

TTALY REFUSED IN 
1913 10 SUPPORT 
WAR ON SERVIA 


Ex-Premier Tells Parliament 
Austria’s Request for Aid 
Was Denied. 


ROME, Dec. 7.—Giavanne Glolitti, 
former Premier, in a speech in Parlia- 
ment Saturday announcing his approval 
of the policy. of the Government, said 
he thought it was necessary to empha- 
size that Italy always has been loyal 
to treaties and in this connection added: 

“I feel it my duty to recall a prece- 
dent showing how correct was the in- 
terpretation of the alliance by the Gov- 
ernment, when the conflict began. Dur- 
ing the Balken war, on Aug. 9, 1918, be- 
ing absent from Rome, I received the 
following telegram from the late Mar- 
quis di San Guiliano (the late Marquis 
di San Giuliano was, at the time re- 
ferred to, Minister of Foreign Affairs 
in the Cabinet of which Signor Giolitti 
was Premier); ‘Austria has communi- 
cated to us and Germany that it has 
been the intention to act against Servia, 
defining such action as defensive and 
hoping for an application of a casus 
foederis (case covered by the treaty) 
by the Triple Alliance, which I 
considér inapplicable. I am _ try- 
ing to agree with Germany  con- 
cerning efforts to prevent Austrian ac- 
tion, but it may be necessary to say 
clearly that we do not consider such 
eventual action as defensive and there- 
fore do not think that there exists casus 
foederis. Please send a telegram wheth- 
er you approve.’ 

“T answered Marquis di San Giuliatio 
thus: 

“Tf Austria goes against Servia a 
¢asus foederis evidently does not exist. 
It’ is action she accomplishes on her 
It is not defensive be- 
cause nobody thinks of attacking her. 
It is necessary to declare this to Aus- 
tria in the most formal manner, hoping 
that Germany will act to dissuade Aus- 
tria from a very dangerous adventure.” 

“This was done and our interpretation 
of the treaty was accepted by our allies. 
our friendly relations not being in the 


1 least disturbed. Thus the declaration of 


neutrality, made at the beginning of this 
conflict, is according te the spirit and 
letter of the treaties. I recall this inci- 
dent. wishing to demonstrate the com- 
plete loyalty of Italy before the eyes of 
Hurope.”’ 


Indian Princes Have Given 
$4,000,000 for War Expense 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—Contributions by 
ruling Princes of India to the expenses 
of the war now amount approximately 
to $4,000,000, according to a telegram fre- 
ceived from Delhi. This sum includes 
$2,000,000 from the Nizam of Hyderabad 
and $1,660,000 from the Mahajara of My- 
sore. Besides this, about $950,000 has 
been subscribed to the Prince of Wales 
relief fund and the Indian relief fund. 
A further sum of nearly $150,000 haa 
been given by the chiefs in the form of 
heavy motor cycles, telescopes and kin- 
dred equipment, and $120,000 has been giv- 
en by Mahajara Scindlia of Gwaliora, 
who also presented a motor ambulance 
corps consisting of 41 cars for the use 
of the troops in Europe and is arranging 
for the establishment of a convalescent 
home in East Africa. Many of the chiefs 
have presented horses, mules and camels 
and even their private motor cars. A 
hosp'tal ship, which is splendidly 
equipped, is another donation. 


Britain Discussed Neutrality Situa- 
tion With Belgium in 1913. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.~—With reference to 
the statements implying that Great 
Britain ever had contemplated violation 
of Belgium neutrality, the British For- 
eign Office has issued a record of the 
conversation which Sir Bdward Grey. 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, had with 
the Belgian Minister on April 7, 1913. 
In reporting the conversation to the 
British Minister at Brussels, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey said it had been brought to 
his knowledge that there was apprehen- 
sion in Belgium that England would be 
the first to violate Belgian neutrality. 
He pointed out to the Minister that 
he did not think this apprehension 
could have come from a British source 
and he was sure England would not 
be the first to violate the neutrality otf 
Belgium. ‘What England had to con- 
sider was what it was desirable and 
necessary for England, as one of the 
guarantors of Belgian neutrality, to do 
if Belgian neutrality were violated by 
any Power.” Sir Edward continued: 
“For us to be the first to violate it 
and to send troops into Belgium weuld

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NAVAL ESTIMATES: | 
MORE SUBMARINES 


Democratic Leaders Favor In- 
creases in Smaller Craft as 
Result of War Lessons. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The nation's 
military and navel expenses during the 
next fiscal year, not including certain 
fixed expenses, would amount to $256,- 
421,357, compared with $261,284,167 during 
the current year under plans as em- 
bodied in estimates submitted to Con- 
gress today. This amount provides for 
the regular army, the military academy, 
the militia so far as its cost to the 
Federal Government is concerned, forti- 
fications, arsenals, military posts and 
the naval establishment, including the 
proposed naval building program and 
the increase in the navy heretofore au- 
thorized. 

The. tentative pduiintesenthen naval 
building program for the next fiscal 
year, aa indicated in the estimates, is for 
two battleships, six torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, eight or more submarines, one 
oiler and one gunboat, one of the sub- 
marines to be of the sea-going type ani 
seven or moré to be of the coast de- 
fense type. 
these vessels alone would cost during 
the coming year almost $10,000,000 and 
their arms and armament $9,425,000. 

Democratic Leader Underwood, some 
of the membérs of the Naval Commit- 
tees and others in Congress, having in 
mind the European war’s lessons, favor 
an increase in submarines rather than 
in the larger type of naval craft. This 
sentiment is expected to be injected into 
the debates during the present session. 
Tentative estimates for the naval pro- 
gram are all ‘‘on the assumption that 
new vessels authorized at this session 
will be built by contract.’’ The finai 
program will be obtained by Secretary 
Daniels just before the naval Dill is 
reported to the House. 

Submarine mines, an important factor 
in the European conflict, are provided 
for. For purchase of mines and neces- 
sary appliances to operate them “for 
closing the channels leading to our prin- 
cipal seaports and for continuing tor- 
pedo experiments,’’ an appropriation of 
$191,330 is asked. There is also proposed 
$68,000 for maintenance of submarine 
mine materia! and for torpedo depot ad- 
ministration in continental United 
States. 

For fortifications in the insular pos- 
session, $446,000 is asked, an increase of 
$90,000. The, Panama Canal fortifications 
aggregate $1,942,228, an increase of $717,- 
673, including $25,000 pee torpedo build- 
ings and $70,000 for hases,..manu- | 
facture and test of amt nition for sea- 
coast and land defense cannon and ma- 
chinery necessary for its manufacture 
at the arsenal and for maintenance of 
seacoast artillery. 


More Than 100,000 Irishmen 
Now Fighting for England 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—Speaking at a great 
demonstration at Tuam, Ireland, yester- 
day, John E. Redmond, leader of the 
Irish Nationalist party, replied to state- 
ments that Ireland was not doing her 
duty in the present crisis. He quoted 
official statistics showing that, despite 
the fact that emigration had drawn 
from Ireland the flower of her popula- 
tion, there were serving with the mili- 
tary forces of the Crown on Nov. 30, 89,- 
000 ‘Irishmen, who had been in the army 
before the war began or who had joined 
as reservists or recruits. If to these 
were added tens of thousands of Irish 
recruits who were joining the colors in 
Great Britain, or were now in the ranks 
of the Canadian, Austrian or New Zea- 
land contingents, he said, it was safe to 
say that from 130,000 to 140,000 Irishmen 
were with the colors. 

Redmond declared that 652,000 of the 
89,000 Irishmen in the home army were 
Catholics. He said that 10,112 Ulster 
volunteers had gone to the colors from 
Belfast, while in the same city the Na- 
tionalist ‘ volunteers, who represented 
only a quarter of the population, had 
contributed 3513 men. This, he believed, 
was only the beginning of what Irish- 
men would do.

It ean be defeated on a 
square yea and nay vote, or it can be 
pigeon-holed in the Committee on Rules, 
Which course do you advise? 

“Will you authorize army and navy 
officers to testify before the Rules 
Committee on my invitation, either with 
or without restrictions or instructions?’’ 

When Gardner left the President, he 
refused to say what answer had been 
given to his questions. White House 
officials said the formal statement 
given out would be the only comment 
on the call. 

Gardner said he was not surprised at 
the President's position not to press for 
passave of his resolution. He will con- 
sult with other members of Congress to 
learn their views. 

President for Adequate Navy. 

Prior to Gardner’s call, Chairman Till- 
man of the Senate Naval Committee dis- 
cussed naval defenses with the Presi- 
dent. Later he said he and the Presi- 
dent agreed that the United States 
should have an adequate navy in accord- 
ance with the declarations of the last 
Democratic platform. He added that the 
naval experts would have to determine 
what an adequate navy Was.

Police Certain He Knew Man, 
but Refused to Divulge It in 
Hope He Would Recover. 


A box of jewelry, believed to be & 
tiny portion of the plunder obtained by. 
Sam Mintz, arch-thief, In his amasing 
career of unpunished crime, was found 
by the police this morning in the hol- 
low leg of a table in Mintz’s quarters 
at 2815 Gamble street, where he was 
shot by a mysterious assailant Saturday 
night. 
Mintz’s death at the city hospital yes- 
terday ended seven years’ constant ac- 
tivity in thieving, following the three- 
years’ prison term, which was the only 
penalty ever inflicted on him by the 
law, and which ended in August, 1907. 
In the table leg was found a red 
plush box containing these articles of 
jewelry—a gold bracelet, with the in- 
scription “A. J. K. to Mother, 9-23-'11;" 
a gold signet ring with the initials “A. 
J. K.”; a gold ring with diamond set- 
ting, a gold band ring, a gold ring with 
ruby setting, a gold watch and chain, 
the watch containing the same initials 
and pictures of a woman and a child; a 
woman’s gold chain and two gold ouff 
buttons. 

No Clew te Slayer. 
Little progress has been made by the 
police toward finding the man who 
killed Mintz, His story that two men 
‘attacked him, after having appeared at 
his rear door and demanded money from 
him, is not credited, and the statements 
of neighbors indicate that only one man 
went to the house. The police believe 
that, if the mystery of the killing .4 
ever solved, it will be shown that a dis- 
gruntlied accomplice, or a rival in crime, 
ended Mintz’s lite, i 
Mintz, the police believe, knew. who 
shot him. In refusing to give the police 
the man’s name, he was protecting him- 
self in case he should recover and wa‘ 
carrying out his boast of ‘ast years that 
he was ‘“‘no snitch.”’ 

A year and a half ago a number of 
the most experienced d ectives in the 
city’s service united in ‘eclaring fh «ta 
to be the biggest handler of stolen wa:ecs 
in the West, much of 't being taken in 
wagon loads from the doors of wholo- 
sale establishments and freight depots. 

Mintz was declared by these detec- 
tives to be the brains, the planning and 
directing force, of the freight car and 
wagon thieves, and to have furnished 
them protection and a market. .-One 
murder, that of Brake ian P. Cahill of 
the Burlington Railroac, was charged to 
box car thieves who were believed to 
be working under Mintr’s direction, but 
no one was punished for it. 

Mintz was arrested at least a dozen 
ttmes on definite charges, and a num- 
ber of other times on suspicion, yet 
the only conviction obtained against 
him was in 1903, in the case of « 
“fence” at 2620 Franklin avenue, 
where the police found a large part 
of a stolen consignment of 176 cases 
of shoes, taken from the Big Four 
Railroad and the St. Louis Transfer 
Co. Clarence Rector, a teamster, con< 
fessed that he had hauled the goods 
from Bast St. Louls for Mintz, re« 
ceiving $35 from him.

HAS PENITENTIARY RECORD 


David Fountain Is Said to Be 
Fugitive From Insane Asy- 
lum in Iowa. 
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By Associated Press. 
SACRAMENTO, Cal., Dec. 7.—David 


Fountain, janitor of the church in which 
the body of the 10-year-old school girl, 
Margaret Milling, was found, showed no 
emotion yesterday when the police took 
him to the little room under the belfry 
of the church, where the murder is be- 
lieved to have been committeed and 
where the floor still bears traces of the 


tragedy. 

The police aiso took Fountain to wu 
moving picture house from which hé 
said, after his arrest Saturday night, 
he had just returned when he found the 
child’s body, with a cord twisted about 
its throat. He said the ficture he had 
seen was an Indian romance, in which a 
murder was enacted. 

“Tt’s all been killing with me today,’’ 
Fountain is said by Mrs. Charles Oehler, 
wife of the pastor of the church, to 
have told her, after his return from the 
show, and after he had reported the 
discovery of the body in the basement 
ef the church. 

Stains Found on Trousers. 

One of the statements Fountain is said 
by the police to have made, while being 
sweated, was that he had left his work 
at the church Saturday afternoon, in- 
tent upon stealing a horse and buggy. 

“IT have no luck here,”’ he is reported 
as saying, “and I wanted to get back 
to Texas, where 1 used to live.’’ 

Fountain exhibited a trace of dismay 
when several stains were pointed out 
on his trousers. He said he had killed 
a chicken, but Paul Oehler, son of the 
pastor, asserted that Fountain had killed 
a turkey Thanksgiving day and that his 
clothes had been spattered. 

Fountain, the police assert he said, 
served two years in the penitentiary 
at Cherry Hill, Pa., and two, five, two 
and seven years, successively, im the 
Fort Madison (Io.) prison. 

Fugitive From Insane Asylum. 
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Fountain is also a fugitive from the 
Clarinda State Hospital for the Insane 
in Clarinda, Iowa, according to a state- 
ment by Dr. Hatch, head of the State 
Lanacy Commission, who examined 
him. t 

“TI learned from Kim,” said Dr. Hatch, 
‘that he was first committed to the 
Mount Pleasant asylum in the city of 
that name in Iowa. He was transferred 
from there to Clarinda. He says he 
made a daring escape and came West. 
He told me that his father was an in- 
ebriate and that he undoubtedly in- 
herited some of the tendencies. He 
told me nothing of his antecedents or 
his family other than that he was an 
American, born in Illinois.’’ 


Fountain Was in Iowa Asylum Two 
Years Before He Escaped. 
CLARINDA, Io., Dec. 7.—David Foun- 
tain, under arrest in Sacramento for 
the murder of a 10-year-old girl, was 
formerly in the Clarinda insane asylum 
under the name of Frank Fairchild. 
He was received at that institution from 
the insane asylum at Mount Pleasant, 
Io., in September 1887 and remained here 
until May 22, 1889, when he escaped. He 
simply walked out ef the yard and 
failed to return: The asylum records 
of his case are meager, but indicate he 
was a degenerate. His insanity was 
said to be due to an injury to his head. 
At the time he was sent to the Mt. 
Pleasant hospital he lived in this coun- 
ty, and for that reason he was returned 

here. 


RAILROAD TOLD TO CUT 
ITS COMMUTATION FARES 


Rate From Liberty to Kansas 
City to Be Slightly Over One 


Cent a Mile. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7.—The Pub- 
lic Service Commission today ordered 
the Kansas City, Clay County & St. Jo- 
seph Railway Co. to issue commutation 
tickets between Kansas City and Lib- 
erty and all intervening points, which 
will permit passengers to ride for slight- 
ly more than 1 cent a mile. 

This is the first order by the commis- 
sion reducing railroad passenger fares 
below the 2-cent minimum and the com- 
pany is ordered to submt monthly 
statements to the commission of all 
sales of such tickets. 

The order provides that a 52-ride sin- 
gie trip ticket, valid for 30 days, between 
nanesas City and Liberty, shall be sold 
for $8.50, making each ride cost a frac- 
tion more than 16 cents. The distance 
vetween the two points is 14.18 miles, 
which makes the cost per mile little

The House chaplain, the Rev. Harry N. 
Couden, in his invocation, prayed “that 
we may be at peace among ourselves 
and with all other nations.” 
In the Senate Chaplain Prettyman 
prayed: 
“Almighty God we pray that our mes- 
sage to all the people may be that of 
peace and our influence in all the world 
that of universal brotherhood.”’ 
Senate Meets and Takes Recess. 
In the Senate, Vice-President Mar- 
shall indulgently delayed formally call- 
ing the session to order while Senators 
held an informal reception and ex- 
changed greetings.

Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge Sends 
Protest Against Giving Them 


an Audience. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Mra. Arthur 
'M. Dodge, president of the National As- 
sociation Opposed to Woman Suffrage, 
has protested to President Wilson 
against granting an audience to the lead- 
ers of woman suffrage who are again 
seeking his support for a national con- 
stitutional suffrage amendment. 

In a letter to the President she char- 
acterized the recent agitation of the suf- 
fragists as a “dismal failure,” and de- 
clares that she represents the opinions 
of 20,000,000 mature women who do not 


on Democrats” another. Their failure 
in national convention to get the sup- 
port of suffrage states was a third proof 
of their political poverty. 

And the well-known indifference of 
most women who have the ballot to use 
it-at all, much less at the dictation of 
suffrage leaders, is a final demonstra- 
tion that the National American Woman 
Suffrage Association is not a political 
power, but & Mere state of mind with a 
small, nervous but noisy fraction of 
women who are discontented with the 
democracy that has made the United 
States greatest among the nations of 
the earth.”’ 

Mrs. Dodge declared that there are 
less than 200,000 suffragists in the United 
States, or less than 1 per cent of the 
24,555,754 mature women in America.

Little Cafe,”’ a musical comedy which 
receives an attractive Klaw & Erlanger 
production and seems vastly te please 
its audiences. 
“Johnny” Young, indeed, has what 
may be called the star role of the 


developed by the pilot’s unfolding. Both 
received the friendliest of welcomes, to 
which they responded by doing their 
best in the line of humorous entertain- 
ment and scoring distinct successes. 

The tuneful play itself, which I saw 
during its long run at the New Amster- 
dam Theater in New York City last 
year, is adapted from a French farce 
of Tristan Bernard’s writing, its En- 
glish book and lyrics being by C. M. 8. 
McLellan and its music by Ivan Caryll, 
and it presents Albert Loriflan in many 
laughable adventures and misadven- 
tures before reaching its happy termi- 
nation. 

This is because Albert, immediately 
prior to his learning that he is a mil- 
lionaire, has been tricked into signing 
a contract to remain for 2 years as 4 
waiter at the Little Cafe or forfeit the 
sum of 800,000 francs elsewise, and also 
because, realizing how he has been 
fooled, he turna the tables on old Phill- 
bert, proprietor of the Little Cafe, by 
becoming the most worthless of waiters 
in the daytime and the gayest of Pa- 
risian spendthrifts at night, the final 


‘isuecess of his wooing of Yvonne, old 


Philibert’s pretty daughter, alone sav- 
ing the Little Cafe from utter disaster. 
In the meantime, however, the joy- 
ous millionaire-waiter has got himself 
perilously entangled with Gaby Gau- 
frette, “queen of the night restau- 
rants,” and with Katziolinka, a hot- 
tempered Hungarian singer, and there’s 
the very mischief to pay for a while. 
Nevertheless, after the fashion of such 
stories, things turn out all right in the 
finish, with Albert singing “They Found 
Me” as contentedly as one could wish. 

The role of Albert Loriflan, while it 
denies “Johnny” Young the opportunity 
for the genial “clowning,” especially in 
German dialect; that was wont to de- 
light his Delmar Garden audiences, 
gives him many “straight comedy’’ mo- 
ments of effective appeal, and these he 
improves to the utmost. His playing of 
the part is marked by a certain boyish 
effervescence of high spirits that makes 
his work unusually attractive, and he 
is especially successful in the songs of 
Albert’s singing; such as “You Little 
Cafe, Good-day,” “Serve the Caviar,”’ 
and other ditties, all of which are made 
to score with big emphasis.

STORMY MEETING 


Lorenz F, Padberg Adjourns Ses- 
sion After Attacks Are Made 
on His Management. 


NOLAN ALSO CRITICISED 


Manner of Handling Contracts 
for Building and for Sale 
of Beer Assailed. 


A stormy meeting of the stockholders 
of the Mutual Brewery, against which 
bankruptcy proceedings pending, 


was held at the brewery yesterday. [o- 
renz F. Padberg, president of the brew- 
ery, attempted to make a speech ex- 


are 


, plaining the criticisms that have been 


made against the management, but he 
was interrupted so often that the meet- 
ing was summarily adjourned. 

According to William J. Foristel, one 
of the heaviest stockohlders, many of 
Padberg’s statements and explanations 
were challenged by Albert Luts of St. 
Louis County, a director. Foerstel told 
the story of the meeting to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter after having read a re- 
port in a morning newspaper which indi- 
cated that the meeting was a sort of 
love feast. He accused Padberg and 
Martin Koerber of having given out a 
report favorable to themselves. 


Horse-Trading Criticised. 
Padberg attempted to explain how the 


brewery’s horses were taken away by a 
man from whom they were purchased, 
after the brewery had used them for 
five months, without having paid for 
them. He was interrupted frequently, 
and his method of horse trading was 
subjected to criticism. 

Foerstel gave this-{nteresting account 
of the meeting: 

When Lutz got the floor he criticised 
Padberg and the late P. H. Nolan, who 
killed himself two weeks ago. He said 
that they permitted the contractor who 
built the brewery to overdraw to the ex- 
tent of $28,000, and that this money had 
not yet been recovered. Padberg ex- 
plained that the overdraft was for ex- 
tra work, and that the contractor actu- 
ally had contributed. $40,000 in work to 
the brewery, which was not covered by 
his contratc. 

A contract under which Nolan pur- 
chased automobile trucks, and required 
the automobile firms from which they 
were bought to give him advertising 
contracts for a trade paper he published 
in New York, was also criticised by 
Lutz and other speakers. Lutz wanted 
also to know how it was that the brew- 
ery was plastered with $29,000 of me- 
chanics liens, when the contractor un- 
dertook to build the brewery for a 
specified sum. 

A contract for the sale of beer to an 
Iowa dealer, which it was asserted re- 
sulted in a loss of $3.90 on each barrel 
sold, was also discussed. Padberg 
pleaded that he had sold a great amount 
of bottled beer for future delivery to 
St. Louis saloon keepers, and had pro- 
cured advance payment for some of it. 
He declared, according to Foerstel, that 
he had made a great success in selling 
this’ beer. 


Statements Challenged. 
Foerster challenged the accuracy of 


Radbure’s statement by saying that he 
went to the stockholders and told them 
that the only way to save the brewery 
was for them to buy the bottled beer, 
and that the saloonkeepers had given 
the orders merely to protect their stock- 
holders. 

John J. Lavin, who aspires to succeed 
Nolan as manager of the brewery, made 
a speech. According to Foerstel, Lavin 
told how he had sold $5000 worth of 
stock to a dairyman who gave a part 
of ot to his daughter. As an additional 
inducement, Lavin said, he jokingly 
promised to find a husband for the 
dairyman’s daughter. Shy-is still single. 

The meeting ended with many stock- 
holders trying to get the floor to offer 
resolutions of various kinds, and by Pad- 
burg declaring a motion carried praising 
his management, while at the same time 
he was denouncing one of the stock- 
holders as a liar.

DEMOCRATIC INTENSIVE ECONOMY. 

Features of the Sixty-third Congress’ short sés- 
sion opening today will be legislation for labor 
and for rural credits and the greatest possible 
economy in framing appropriation bills. 

In his economy program. the President has a 
svecial claim on the support of those G. O. P. 
critics who violently assailed the war revenue 
measure as meeting a shrinkage in imports and 
tariff receipts that would be better met by cut- 
ting expenditures. The war came a month after 
the close of the old fiscal year. The budget for 
the new year had already been passed and gone 
into operation. To change then unexpectedly the 
scale of Government expenditures might have 
complicated bookkeeping, caused endless uncer- 
tainty and confusion and perhaps exerted unde- 
sirable effects on employment conditions. The 
‘emedy might have been worse than the malady. 
There was uncertainty enough in the early weeks 
of the war without governmental action that 
might aggravate it. 

But the budget for the year beginning on June 
20 next can be made up with 4 full knowledge of 
the abnormal commercial status at home and 
abroad. Expenditures can be adjusted to the 
standard of prospective revenue. Our Congress 
ils accustomed to a lavishness and even extrava- 
gance unknown to other governments. Tens of 
millions can be cut out of the budget without any 
impairment of efficiency. Pork barrel items 
should have no show of perpetuation in river and 
harbor, public buildings, army and navy and 
other appropriation bills. 

A concentrated, earnest, soulful effort for inten- 
sive economy all along the line will be splendid 
winter exercise for the Democracy. It will be 
the renaissance of the ancient policies and prac- 
tices of the party. Real, old-fashioned Democratic 
economy restored under the compulsion of war 
might have the vitality to persist after the coming 
of peace. >

how much they are worth, in order to do essential

actual investment, it manifestly must know its 
ground.

If the owners’ estimate is correct, their $35,000,000 
investment in valuation should ultimately prove 
to be one of their best investments. 
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THE SOLDIER’S OPINION.

The war will end when the responsible civil 
rulers of the countries engaged in it determine 
upon its conclusion, if it is not ended sooner by 
the people of the warring countries.

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THE PRESIDENT IN THE SENATE, 
From the Kansas City Star. 

It is suggested that President Wilson 
may sit with the Senate in certain exec- 
utive sessions, when the Senate is con- 
sidering appointments or treaties. 

That was what the framers of the 
Constitution had in mind when they 
propesed that the President make 
treaties and appointments ‘“‘by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate.” 
The Senate was'to be a sort of council 
for the Executive. So when Washington 
was President he naturally undertook 
to obtain its advice and censent in per-

‘POTATO MAYOR’ SHANK 
SHOCKED BY HOME CITY 


Fails to Find Indianapolis Re- 
formed on Return From 
Vaudeville Tri. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 7.—Lew 
Shank, widely known as the “potato 
Mayor,” who is now in- vaudeville, 
stopped here for a day or two between 
engagements. He says he hardly knew 
the city when he arrived, because in 
view of the promises that had been 
made, he had expected to find a city 
clean, morally and physically; munici- 
pally prosperous and an example for all 

of the cities of the universe. 

“When I got off of the train at the 
union station I hardly knew the city,”’ 
said Shanks. “The. streets were dirty 
and, from what I can hear, the moral 
tone of the city not only has not im- 
proved, but is much worse, 

‘‘When I went away there was a lot 
of talk that the laws were going to be 
enforced, that the streets were to be 
kept clean, that economy was to be 
practiced, that flood protection work 
was to start immediately and that a lot 
of other things were going to be done. 

“Say, there hasn’t been any cyclone 
around here, has there, since I have 
been @way? I can’t understand, other- 
wise, how the administration could fail 
to keep all of those promises. Why, I 
am told that the saloons are violating 
the law; that resorts are running bold- 
lv; that winerooms are in operation, 
and that the city is practically bank- 
rupt. 

‘‘T will say that this city has the best 
trained police force. taking the force as 
a whole, in the United States, and that 
it will come pretty close to carrying out 
the policies of a Mayor—except when he 
is about to go out of office.’’
